The eldest daui^hter of ti;;htin;i 
“ Bob” Kvans was their nurse and they 
spoi^k in jflowing words of her kind­ 
ness. 
They aUo express thanks co the 
Bailors and crew of an EnjfUsh luan-of* 
war which arrived at Fortresa Monroe 
a le'.v days atfo and placed a box of 
lemons and a box of oranges in each of 
the 
wards in the hospital and also 
ifave each soldier in the hospital a 
oandkerchief. 


The boys are home on a furlough of 
days which will no doubt be ex­ 
tended long:er on account of 
their 
weakened condition, although both ex­ 
press themselves as in a burry to jjet 
aack and see the thing ended. 


The description of the trip from 
Newport News to Cuba on the Yale* 
seems too inhuman to be true but com -! 
ing from the bi>ys who actually took 
the trip is evidently so. 
Mr. Stevens 
says that the otticers had the cabin and 
lived on roast chicken, pie, cake and 
everything the m arket allorded, had 
regular berth.s in the »tate rooms and 
enjoyed life immensely v/hile the priv­ 
ates were eompelled to drink warm 
water which was brought on the boat 
at New York, eat hard-tack, beg food 
from the deck hands and roll up at 
night in their blankets on the deck of 
the boat. 
At the same time there 
wtre accoramodationa in the cabin for 
2,0(X) more people but just because they 
were privates they were not even al- 
lov.'ed to step inside the cabin toa^k for 
a drink of ice water. One private wa» 
so bold as co sneak by a guard and 
reach the ice water tank but before be 
could get a drink he was discovered 
and sent to the sruard house for 10 days. 


Tho Yale landed tho troops on Cuban 
soil OR Monday and on Monday night 
Will Morton was taken violently ill 
wltb orampi. it taking four men to bold 
him ffbllo tho dootoe a4»iniiterod 


put him with the ho.spital corp^ where 
lie worked until Friday whon in going 
aero.-!* a small piece of ground from one 
tent to another hi* reoolved a sun­ 
stroke which pro.straied him. In speak­ 
ing of his experience Mr. Morton says 
one cannot imagine the heat of the sun 
in that country. They will have a rain 
and when it rains it (loet? not come dawn 
in droDs but in blinding sheets. 
The 
shower only lasts a short time atul then 
the .-un comes out liercer than before. 
The rain falls in such force that even 
m e tents and rubber bhinkets of the 
soldiers alTords no protection. 


Mr. Stevens, upon his arrival at Cuba 
was detailed to help unload the boats. 
To do this it i." liiei.’cssary for the boys 
to wade into the water up to their 
waists. 
He 
worked all day and at 
ulirht an order was issued to march one 
mile west and go into camp 
A mi.'- 
tiike was made and instead of going 
W(.‘i>t the reg.meot went east and after 
pitching their tents an order c:ime for 
tUem to move two miles west. 
W hile 
making this change a l)linding shower 
came up and wlu;n they pitched their 
lent in the new location thev were 
compelled to sleep in from six to eight 
inches of water. 
The next day the sun 
seemed hotter than ev»*r and while 
marching alotig Mr. Stevens sudden­ 
ly drojiped and knew nothing more 
u‘ntil 
regaining consciousness three 
hours later in one of the oilicers* tents. 
He was later removed to an old round 
house with about sixty other soldiers, 
wiu) had been {»rostrated by the heat. 
This 
round 
house 
had l»een used 
for engines on a narrow’ guage road, 
the lloor w'as covered with an inch of 
grease and the stench was .something 
awful as several dead mules and horses 
were piled up in one end of the room. 
After being contined in this place three 
days they w’ere removed to tents to 
make room for ITU Spinish prisoners 
who had 
b»*en captured 
and w’ere 
placed in conlinement in the round 
house. 


Tlie two boys with hundreds of others 
were later brought to Fortress Monroe 
on the stt?amer City of Washingtiui and 
during the entire tVip of six days they 
had but one drink of iuke warm w’ateV 
and Morton traded bits of steel or any­ 
thing he co'ild lind that would ^answ'er 
for a souvenir to the deck hands for a 
part of their food and would carry it to 
Sievens who was too 111 to move from 
Uis blanket. 


The boys praise Capt. Graves and 
Lieuts. Poutid and Daiirneau and say 
they are kind and brave and do all they 
can for the boys. 
The higher otticers 
of the regiment they say are too strict, 
for example, 
one boy, a private, was 
sent to the guard house for ten days 
for meeting a superior oilicer and not 
having his blouse buttoned up. 


A horse or mule In Cuba seems to be 
of more value than an American sol­ 
dier. 
If a mule or hor¡5e strays away a 
reward of $30 is oliered for its return 
but if a soldier deserts, a reward of $10 
is otiered. 
Figuring this way a mule 
or horse is worth three ordinary men. 


Both boys cannot say enough’for the 
bravery displayed 
by the 
colored 
troops in the Held but in .speaking of 
the Cubans they say they are half civi­ 
lized and a pack of thieves. 
In speak­ 
ing of the Spanish soldiers they say 
they are brave fellows ranging iu age 
from 15 to 00 years of age.

The problem of war has now given 
place in the public mind to the terras of 
peace that should be otTercd Spain, lo 
this matter Presitient McKinley is tro- 
carefully and wisely. He desires to 
make terms that will please the country 
and then he himself will be pleased. 


The (juestion hin>?es on the Philip­ 
pines. 
Of course Cuba must be free 
and independent for the war wa^^ started 
for that pur|X)8e. Porto Ilico must be 
ceded to the United States for the peo­ 
ple want it. 
But the American people 
do not want the Philippines and they 
are also opposed to turning them over 
to the mercy of Spain. 
In settlini' the 
war there is opportunity to involve this 
country in a real war and the president 
and his advisers appear to appreciate 
that fact. The following editorial clip­ 
pings will give a few opinions in regard 
to the settlem ent of the war: 


Chicago Times Herald: As to terms, 
Cuba must be free, for that is the ob­ 
ject of the war. 
Spain must release 
tier hold on Porto Uico for the same 
reasons that she gives up Cuba. 
Her 
rule there would be nothing but a con- 
etant irritation to the American peo­ 
ple. Porto Uico therefore must come 
under the dominion of the United 
States. 


So far as other places are concerned 
the people care little, aud will ghidly 
leave them to arbitration, save that 
we must have coaiin;r stations in the 
Canaries and In the islands of the 
Pacific. 


The disposition of the Philippines is 
a m atter of grave import, and might 
well be left to international considera­ 
tion, with the United States having 
the ultimate word. 


Chicago Cronicle: 
We want peace 
not so ranch with profit as with honor. 
Abiding by our own protestations, we 
are not engaged in a war of conqucst 
and can attorcl to be majifnanimous. 
No 
terms should be insisted upon that will 
prolong the war and bring upon our 
own heads the blood of our own 
soldiers, who may be compelled, if 
peace does not come, to losj their lives 
in scaling the heights.of Havana. 
If 
we are fighting for humanity let us ex­ 
ercise the generous virtue in oar own 
behalf. 
Let us opt itand out for Asias- 
tic territory that^hiay be our plague as 
it was Spain's. 


Cnicago Inter Ocean: Spain should 
surrender all claim to Cuba. Porto 
Rico, the Philippines, the I-^adrunes, 
and the Caroline islands, retaining, 
besides her home territory, only the 
Canary islands off the African coast. 
This, in brief, should be the basis of ne­ 
gotiations. The Canaries are territor­ 
ially a colony,but politically are treated 
as a part of Spain proper. 
Had the 
other colonies been treated in the same 
way there would luive been no Cuban 
uprising, 
no war with the United 
States. 


Detroit Evening News: The News 
does not believe that the people of the 
United States desire the retention of 
the Philippines. They are far outside 
of our natural sphere of InlUienee, and 
while the United States could govern 
the islands belter than they liave ever 
been governed, they would bo certain 
to prove a national nuisance sooner or 
later. The American people are not 
very hard to please, and tliey are di.* 
posed lo make a few concessions for the 
sake of terminating the war that was 
not of their seeking. 
It seems to us 
that they will be satisfied with the In­ 
dependence of Cuba, the annexation 
of Porto Uico, coaling stations in the 
Philippines aiid a rea^ionable Indem­ 
nity, the Philippines to be held as a 
guarantee for the payment of the in­ 
demnity. but the islands, with the 
Ladrouesand tlie Carolines, ultimately 
to bo returned to Spain.

"term s.” and theie Is no request or 
suggestion in it that the president shall 
state terms of peace. 
The distinct in- 
iiulry n’.ade l>y Spain Is as to whether 
the United States will open neg^itlatlons 
toward the s ttlcm int of the war and 
the arrangement of pcace. 


Neither dt»es the hp m sh proprislticm 
ccmtaln any reference to “armistice.” 
At the same time it is framed on the 
Idea that If r>ea(e neriotlations are en­ 
tered Ui)on there will be a suspensi« n 
of hostilities pending an agreement u{i- 
on the exact terms of peace. As to the 
manner of lonductlng the peace nego­ 
tiations several plans are said to be 
open, besides that of having General 
Porter and Senor Castllllo, the Pnited 
States 
and 
Sjianish 
ambassador at 
Paris, resf.ectively, conduct them. C»n- 
plan Is to have 
Spain name 
peace 
plenl[iotentlaries who will come d ir ctly 
to Washington and conduct negotia­ 
tions. 


Another tentative plan Is to have 
Spain name M. Caml>on as the Spanish 
plenipfttentiary 
to W ashington, 
thus 
conferring on him authority to treat 
diiectly with the president and carry 
the negotiations forward to a conclu­ 
sion. 
It Is probable that this plan will 
be more acceptable to the United States, 
as it would keep the negotiations at 
W ashington. 
Since the conference be­ 
tween the president and M. Cambon 
both the French government and the 
Spanish government have been fully 
apprised of the action taken at W ash­ 
ington and It is not Improbable that 
Spain within the next two or three 
days will take another Important step 
forward by voluntarily suggestingwii tt 
terms of peace site will regard as con­ 
sistent. These, of course, will be initia- 
t<»ry, and will be designed as a sort of 
opening wedge toward bringing the tWo 
gf v< ; nments together on the final peace

Curious Italinii Clears. 


A curious cigar seen iu the Italian 
quarter of the city, where it is made 
and sold, is aliout 7)^ inches in length 
and very slender, being not much big­ 
ger around tlian an all tobacco cigarette, 
and almost uniform in size for the 
greater part of its length. 
At the entl 
tliat is placed in the mouth this cigar is 
made around a piece of straw an inch 
and a lialf in length, which projects 
about a quarter of an inch clear of the 
toliacco. 
W hen the cigar is made, a 
broom splint long enough to reach al­ 
most to the lighting end of the cigar is 
run rhiongh the .straw, and tliu cigar is 
made around that. 
The broom splint is 
;ut long enouf^li so that a (luarter or 
lalf an inch of it projects clear of tlie 
straw nioutlipiet'e. 


When tlu! cigjir is to be smoked, tho 
broom splint is withdrawn. 
Tlie open­ 
ing through it where tho splint was 
luake.s the cigar draw freely, and the 
section of straw at the .slender end 
kiH-jKS the cigar oj)en tlu*re. 
The.se 
cigars, mad»* of strong, dark tobacco, 
are .solil at n*tail tor a ceut each.—New 
York .Sun.

Metallizing Wood. 


A method of metallizing wood, one 
by which it becomes very solid and re­ 
sistant and assumes tlie appearance of a 
true metallic mirror, is described in the 
Paris Monde with much detail. 
Briefly, 
the wood is first immersed for three or 
four days, as may be its degree of per­ 
meability, in a caustic alkaline lye, and 
thence passed immediately into a bath 
of hydrosulphite of calcium, to which 
is added, after 24 or 3(5 hours, concen­ 
trated solution of sulphur in caustic 
potash. 
Tho duration of this bath is 
about 48 hours, aud its temperature is 
from 55 to 50 degrees. Finally the wood 
is immersed for 30 or 40 hours in a iiot 
solution of acetate of lead. 
The wood 
prepared in this manner and after hav­ 
ing uudergono a proper drying at a 
moderate temperature acquires under a 
buruisher of hard wood a i)olished sur­ 
face and exhibits a very brilliant metal­ 
lic luster—a luster still furtiier increas­ 
ed iu its attractiveness if the surface of 
tho wood bo rubbed thoroughly, in the 
fir.st place, with a piece of lead, tin or 
zinc and afterward be polished w ith a 
glass or porcelain buruisher.
